The 1985 Housing Market Survey is the only information source of 
its''type. The survey offers high quality and reliable information 
on the current Ontario housing market situation. It is compiled 
from a large sample of all private households for 10 specific 
urban areas and for the entire province. 


A random sample of renter and owner households in the following 


ten urban areas were interviewed by telepnone : Hamasistom, 
Kitchener, London, Oshawa, Ottawa, Sault Ste. Marie, Sudbury, 
Thunder Bay, MOwomitor Windsor. The survey also contains a

The majority of home owners across the province 
(54.9 per cent) do not currently have a mortgage. 


Of those individuals who do have a mortgage one- 
third (34.8 per cent) renewed their mortgages 
during “Lgso. 


The vast majority of mortgage holders, 97 per 
cent, have interest rates below 15 per cent. Less 
than’ per cent of nome owners witha, mortgage 
have interest rates above 18 per cent.

Home owners were asked several questions about their 
dwelling in terms of the building type, age of structure, 
maintenance and repairs, and renovation plans. Home owners 
were also asked about their plans to move and the market 
value of their house.
